The Board expressed the hope in their last 
annual report that we should have a road of our 
own in operation, this year, between White Haven 
and Penn Haven, so as to give us an uninterrupt- 
ed railroad communication under our own con- 
trol, between the Wyoming Valley and the head 
of navigation on the Lehigh. This hope has been 
realized. The link of road in question, 16 miles 
in length, was so far finished that an engine and 
train of cars passed over it on the last day of 
1866, aud it is now in active operation; but 
during the whole of last year, our only connection 
between White Haven and Penn Haven was over 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 

The profits of the business of 1866, though not 
so large as those of previous years, will probably 
be deemed satisfactory, nevertheless, considering 
the reduced rates of transportation which pre- 
vailed during the year, and the excessively low 
prices at which coal was sold during the latter 
part of the season, and also, the fact that, not- 
withstanding the great progress made, as we shall 
presently show, in the construction of our new 
railroads, we had in operation, during the year, 
only that portion lying between Wilkesbarre and 
White Haven, which, on account of the interme- 
diate mountain to be overcome, must always re- 
main the least profitable part of the whole line, 
and the six mile division between Penn Haven 
and the head of navigation too short to work to 
advantage by itself. But little, comparatively, 
could be expected from these disjointed sections, 
which we had to operate as best we could, with 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad intervening between 
them.

The negotiation with the Delaware Division 
Canal Company for a lease of their canal, as re- 
ported to the stockholders at their last annual 
meeting, was consummated by the execution, on 
the 20th of August last, of a contract, in writing, 
between the two companies, bearing that date, 
and embodying all the features approved at that 
meeting by the stockholders. As the season was 
already well advanced before all the details of 
this important agreement were finally settled, the 
Delaware Division Canal Company continued to 
manage the work until the end of the season, and 
accounted to this company for the net proceeds, 
The profits for the season, after charging a whole 
year’s rent, amounted to the sum of $80,027 63, 
as already mentioned in connexion with the gen- 
eral profits for the year. 

It was stated in the Jast annual report, that it 
was believed the time had come, when the con- 
struction of the Lehigh and Susquehanna Rail- 
road extension below White Haven should be 
pushed to an early completion, not only above 
Mauch Chunk, but also between Mauch Chunk

The grading 
from Mauch Chunk to Easton is nearly finished, 
and for nearly half the distance, embracing all the 
rock cuts, and most of the earth excavations, is 
fora double track. All the masonry along the 
road, including bridge abutments and piers, has 
likewise been constructed for two tracks, and our 
Chief Engineer states in his report, that the addi- 
tional cost of grading for a double track through- 
out will be very trifling. 

Believing that it is true economy in the case of 
a road destined todo so heavy a business as ours, to 
build it in the most thorough and substantial 
manner, our Chief Engineer has been instructed 
to build ours in this style. The superstructure 
for the iron bridges across the Lehigh and Dela- 
ware Rivers at Easton, has been contracted for, 
with the Keystone Bridge Company of Pittsburg, 
as likely to do the best work in the State. The 
masonry for the Delaware bridge is nearly finish- 
ed, and the contraciors are beginning to put up 
the superstracture. They assure us the work will 
all be finished in the fall.

It was stated in the last annual report, that this 
company owned about three-fourths of the capi- 
tal stock of the Nanticoke Railroad Company. 
That interest has since been increased by the pur- 
chase, or exchange on fair terms, for our own 
stock, of about 2,800 shares more of the Nanti- 
coke stock. On the 31st of December last, we 
owned 8,793 shares of this stock, out of a total 
of 9,500 shares, besides $113,000 of the bonds.

easterly direction. By the.terms of this contract, 
we aid in the construction of the road to the ex- 
tent of $350,000, and obtain the exclusive right to 
run, on advantageous terms, all freight and pas- 
senger trains over it, and all coal trains going 
west. The Union Coal Company expect to have 
their road open before the end of. this month, and 
it is proposed to put on passenger trains immedi- 
ately thereafter, to run between Mauch Chunk 
and Scranton. 

A contract has been entered into, since the be- 
ginning of the present year; with the Lehigh and 
Lackawanna Railroad Company, who some years 
ago commenced the construction of a railroad 
from Bethlehem, up the valley of the Monocacy 
Creek, to the important slate, agricultural and 
iroa ore regions, lying in that direction, south and 
east of the Blue Mountains, Considerable work, 
in the way of grading, getting out railroad sills, 
&c., was done along the line of this road from 
Bethlehem to the Wind Gap, a distance of twenty- 
five miles. For lack of funds, the line had to be 
discontinued. We have now agreed to complete 
the first fourteen or fifteen miles, from the con- 
nection with our road at Bethlehem to the slate 
quarries at Chapman, and have secured a lease of 
the same for ninety-nine years. 

Since the last annual meeting, the whole dis- 
posable balance of the loan of 1884 has been sold, 
We are now selling a loan of $2,000,000, payable 
in 1897, bearing six per cent. interest, payable 
quarterly, free of United States and States taxes, 
and secured by a first mortgage on the line of our 
railroad below Mauch Chunk. For whatever 
farther sum may be required to finish the road, 
and provide the necessary equipment, we have 
ample authority, under an act of Assembly, pass- 
ed at the recent session of the Legislature, and 
under previous supplements to our charter, to 
borrow more money, or issue new stock for that 
purpose, 

In conclusion, the Managers congratulate the 
stockholders, that they are soon to enjoy the 
fruition of the large outlays made since the flood 
of 1862, in reconstructing, re-organizing and 
strengthening their great line of works between 
the Susquehanna, the Lehigh, and the Delaware 
Rivers, so located as to draw trade from all the 
great anthracite coal fields, This year, for the 
first time since the flood, we have once more an 
unbroken line from Wilkesbarre to Mauch Chtnk.

Manassas Gap Railroad. 
A careful examination of the line of this road 
from its present terminus at Piedmont, to Harrison- 
burg, was recently made by the President of the 
road, and the Superintendent of the Orange and 
Alexandria Railroad, and an estimate made of 
the cost of repairs, and construction of bridges, 
with the probabilities of obtaining cross ties, &c., 
and the conclusions arrived at were very satisfac- 
tory and encouraging to all parties interested, 
leaving no doubt of an immediate resumption of 
work, and a speedy reconstruction of the road to 
Harrisonburg. We understand that reliable parties 
with means, are ready to undertake the work on 
the whole line, and the contracts will, it is 
thought, soon be made, and the work pushed 
vigorously on.

Soon after the last annual meeting of the stock- 
holders, the Directors requested the President to 
make an examination of the road and its proper- 
ty, with the view of obtaining more full and ac- 
curate information in regard to its condition, and 
as to what was required to make it most effective 
for transacting the business; and he has em- 
bodied his views in a commanication addressed 
by him to the board under date of June 21st last, 
in which he says: 

Soon after my connection with the road, which 
took place about two months subseqnent to the 
close of the last financial year, I made, at your 
request, an examination into the condition of the 
road and its property, and in regard to its re- 
quirements, means, and liabilities. I now submit 
to you some statements showing the condition of 
the property, and what I deem to be the true 
policy: of the road for the future. 

I found the road generally in a tolerably fair 
working condition, although some of the abut- 
ments and “bridges needed rebuilding, ‘and, in 
some places, stone should have been substituted 
for wood, and solid embankment for pile bridg- 








ing. 

The track on a portion of the Fall River Road 
was originally laid, and ‘still remains, on a clay 
and loamy soil; which, in the'winter heaves badly, 
and in the spring is sof and spongy, causing 
great injury to the rails. It would be economy 
to substitute gravel for this material. 

A portion of the rails on the road have proved 
to be of very inferior quality, and, together with 
a considerable number of the sleepers, required 
renewing.’ Much ofthe fence on the lime of the 
road was in very poor condition, and needed re- 
building. 

Some of the depots remain as originally con- 
structed. Others, that were re-arranged many 
years ago, and adapted to the’ business at that 
time, have not been much improved since ; and, 
as the business has materially increased, the pub- 
lie now claim enlarged and improved depots, 

The rolling stock on hand was insufficient for 
the business. Some of the passenger-cars Were 
old, and unsuited to the present time; and some 


ficient reduction from the cost of the articles was 
not made to meet the decline in prices during the 
year, This, to some extent, has increased the ex- 
penses of this year; nor was the large amount of 
old rails. about four hundred and eighteen tons, 
then due the Washburn Iron Company, deducted 
from the quantity of old rails on band, as it should 
have been, These items, amounting to $39,322 
90, should have gone into the expense account 
prior to May 31, 1866. 

The amount of $41,433 85, represented in the 
last annual report as due from unsettled freight- 
bills, was found, upon examination, to be to a 
large extent, unavailable. Only $4,591 78 of the 
sum has been collected. $16,950 48 is represented 
by claims against the National- Government for 
transportation, still uncollected; and, of the re- 
mainder ($19,891 59), about. $7,000 is represented 
by freight-bills which had been offset by expense- 
bills paid on account of freight; and the balance 
is in disputed accounts from which nothing has 
been received, and the whole, $19,891 59, has 
now been charged off as worthless. 

There have also been paid and charged in the 


counts amounting to $55,095 48, which should 
have been adjusfed and charged in the last or 
previous year’s accounts, Many matters which 
were in litigation last year have since been settled, 
and the amounts are’ included in the above sum. 
There are but few such cases remaining, and nove 
for any claims that have arisen during the past 
year. . Some of the land-owners on the line of the 
Dighton and Somerset Railroad, make such exces- 
sive claims for damages, that it will be necessary 
to submit them to the County Commissioners for 
adjustment. 

The Newport extension, the Dighton and 
Somerset Road, the change of the location of the 
road in Boston, the construction of the new 
freight-house and the new engine-house, which 
improvements were commenced some time before 
my connection with the road, are now nearly 
completed. There has been paid on these ac- 
counts during the past year, $526,294 44; and it 
is estimated that $217,318 00 will be necessary 
for their completion. 

The new work commenced the past year is, the 
depots on the Dighton and Somerset. Road; the 
passenger-depots in Boston, Fall River, and Bristol 
Ferry; the car-houses in Boston and Newport ; 
sheds at Tiverton and Fall River; road-bridge in 
Fall River for Liven Mill Co.; shop for repairing 
rails, &c., at South Braintree, and the car-repair 
shop at South Boston, which has been rendered 
necessary by change of location of road. 

The Boston passenger-station was found totally 
insufficient for the business of the road, it being 
very small and inconvenient, and portions of it 
fast going to decay. Understanding, that the 
complaints of the patrons of the road, on this ac- 
count, were almost universal, and it appearing 
necessary that a thorough remodelling of the 
whole, and the reconstruction of a large part of 
the building, should be made, alterations were 
commenced in November last, with the expecta- 
tion of the work being completed in July ; but it 
has been much delayed. The cost, including all 
matters connected with the improvement, was es- 
timated at about $150,000, of which sum: $71,863 
76 has already ‘been paid. 
The passenger-depot at Plymouth, which was 
constructed when the road was built, is small and

freight depot on its own land, 

The engine-house at Fall River is old, and will 
soon neeG large repairs. It is a question whether 
it would not be for the interest of the company to 
change its location to land owned by the com- 
pany near the passenger-station in that city. 

The passenger-station at Newport was blown 
down last year, and a temporary shed built in its 
place for the accommodation of passengers. 
This, however, will be sufficient until it is con- 
venient to build a new station. 

The construction of a commodious passenger- 
depot in the central part of Taunton, as contem- 
plated by the company, has been deferred, The 
depots at Deane Street, Weir Junction, and one at 
Weir Village, now being erecied, will afford suf- 
ficient accommodation to the people of that city 
for the present. 

Whenever the business of the road will warrant 
it, a second track should be laid from Somerset 
Junction to Fall River, as it will greatly facilitate 
the movement of trains, 

When the road is completed, with all the im- 
provements suggested, the expenditures will have 
been about $8,264,055 92; and if the valne of the 
real estate remaining for sale, estimated at $300,- 
000, be deducied, $7,964,055 92 will remain as 
the cost of the road, Of this amount, $4,848,320, 
is now represented by capital stock, leaving the 
balance, $3,115,735 92, to be represented by lia- 
bilities. The road may then be regarded as being 
in good order, and fully equipped with rolling 
stock requisite for the present business, and with 
machinery suiiable for making the repairs. 

It is thought that sixty per cent, of the gross 
receipts, at preseat rates of fare and freight, will 
cover the expense of operating the road, exclusive 
of taxes; and, if the receipts should continue as 
large as for the past year, there would be a net 
profit of about $544,345 22 per annum. I see no 
reason why the income should not equal, for a 
series of years, that of the present year, unless 
temporarily diminished somewhat by competition 
for the New York business. 

A considerable amount of the company’s bonds 
having become due since the last annua] meeting, 
have been paid; anda still larger amount, and 
the notes given to the South Cove Company tor 
land, mature prior to May 31, 1868; the renewal 
of these obligations, which amount to $591,000, 
by new bonds, should be provided for by a vote 
of the: corporation. A. still further amount of 
bonds should be, authorized in order to provide 
for the floating debt; and also the necessary ex- 
penditures required to complete the road and its 
equipment, in accordance with the views I now 
offer, if the- company should approve of, and 
direct them to be carried out, 

The estimates made last August, which I sub- 
mitted to you in detail, showed that $1,649,933 
would be necessary, to finish the Dighton and 
Somerset Road, put in proper order all other 
parts of the road-bed, tracks; fences, and depots, 
furnish the necessary additional rolling stock, 
and settle the unadjusted acconnts, Of thatsum, 
there has been expended, during the past year, 
$10,335 ; and a further sum of $392,214 should 
be expended during the coming year, if the com- 
pany approve. The expenditure of the balance, 
$447,384, can be deferred, and, from. time to time, 
taken from income, if desirable’; but, if so, it will 





necessarily increase-‘the running expense, and re- 
duce the net earnings. 
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Lhave. thought it best. thus to present.to you 
the condition of the road as I found it, both as 
relates to its prosperity and it finances, believing 
that you, and the stockholders generally, would 
desire to know its real condition, so that you can 
estimate its true value. = 


Compared with the previous year, the gross in- 
come of the past year shows a decrease of $65,- 
219 91; with an increase in expenses of $163,480 
35. The former is owing to a reduction of about 
ten per cent. in the charges for both passengers 
and freight. ‘The latter is accounted for by the 
over valuation of materials on hand at the close 
of last year, to the amount of about $39,000, and 
the payment of bills che past year which had ac- 
crued prior to May 1, 1866, amounting to $55,- 
000, and the greater quantity of new iron put into 
track this year, ata cost of about $75,000 ; be- 
sides the expense of operating the Dighton and 
Somerset Road, 33 miles in length, for eight 
months of the year—thus increasing the miles 
run about 149,658, Accounts, amounting to 
about $21,000,.were outstanding at the close of 
the past year. The report says: 


The Dighton and Somerset Road was opened 
the last of September, and had been in use about 
eight months at the time of making up thé pre- 
sent annual accounts, although the road was not 
not finished, nor many of the depots built, when 
the road was opened ; neither are they yet finish- 
ed, or arrangements perfected for doing the busi- 
ness anticipated on that portion of our road, 
When the wharf at Somerset, and all other ar- 
rangements, are completed, so as to develop the 
business of that -road, we anticipate a materia] in- 
crease in both passenger and freight receipts, 

Our arrangements with the Steamboat Com- 
pany, and with connecting roads, continue satis- 
factory. 

In August of last year, your directors found it 
expedient to dispose of the bonds of the company 
authorized by tlre vote of the stockholders at the 
last annual meeting, and of the balance of those 
previously authorized. Under the first named 
vote, bonds to the amount of $1,000,000, dated 
Sept. 1, 1866, and bearing six per cent. interest, 
and. payable in ten years from -their date, were 
disposed of at ninety-five per cent. on the par 
value; and, under the second, the amount of 
$397,500 dated April 1, 1865, being-all that re- 
mained of the former authorization, and also 
bearing six per cent, interest, and payable ten 
years from daie, were sold at ninety-six and one- 
quarter per cent., which: were deemed advantage- 
ous sales for the company. 

The notes ‘given for the lands;and wharf pur- 
chased of the South Cove Company, and the 
bonds which have matured since the last report, 
and those which will mature by the first of De- 
cember and first of April next,;' all of which 
amount to $591,000, your direc.ors think should 
be ,provided for by new issues of bonds; and 
the existing floating-debt, about $478,600, should 
also be funded in the same manner. Besides 
these, certain improvements are required for 
the more economical management of the com- 
pany’s business; and other improvements are 
very desirable to be made for the extended 
operations of the road, as suggested in the 
letter of the president, which we have’ already 
given in this report, and means should be. 
provided to pay for them. ‘To cover all these ex- 
penditures, fund the floating debt, and pay the 
notes and bonds maturing, your directors recom- 
mend that the stockholders should authorize them 
to issue, as the company’s wants may require, the 
amount of fifteen hundred thousand dollars of 
bonds, to mature within twenty years from their 
date. As the rates of interest-have changed, and 
the taxes on income are now large, your ors. 
further recommend the wig Po bonds at 
such rate of interest as will best render them sal- 
able, but not exceeding seven per cent, per annum,

road has occasioned a thorough examination of 
these accounts by those appointed in their‘places 
under the direction of the Board; and a large 
part of these bills ($19,8891 59) have been found 
worthless, Some errors had been made in the 
estimate, many bills could not be collected as 
they had been already paid; to others there were 
set-offs and defences, and others could not be col 

lected on account of the insolvency of the parties ; 
“— the $19,891 59 had been charged off as of no 
value, 

The large claims made by the Boston and Wor- 
cester Railroad for damageson account of the 
change of our location in Boston, and for other 
damages, and which have been for many years in 
litigation, have been harmoniously settled, and to 
the satisfaction of all parties. 

In making this settlement, we have received in 
cash from the sale of our real estate, not wanted 
for the company’s use the sum of $62,500, besides 
important privileges, enabling us to straighten 
our track in Boston near the bridge, so that we 
can. not only enter our passenger depot by an easy 
curve, but also use to better advantage a large 
portion of our land formerly covered by the old 
tracks. 

We have also sold to the city-of Boston a piece 
of land on Dover street, not wanted for the use of 
the road, for which we received ‘$18,624 20. 

We have disposed of, during the year, in all, 
about $100:000 worth of our real estate in Boston, 
and estimate the value of what remains for sale at 
about $300,000. The company own a large tract 
of Cove land in Newport, which will, at some 
future time, become valuable property ; but the 
cost of filling up to grade will be- considerable. 

Certain claims against Alexander Holmes, Esq., 
not known at the time of the Jast annual’ report, 
have been adjusted since the closing of the pre- 
sent financial year. An amount has been award- 
ed to the company of $37,078 73. This has been 

id by the surrender of a note of the company, 
held by him, amounting, with interest, to $10,- 
800 ; a set-off of sundry sums of unpaid divid- 
ends, .services, expenditures, &c., amounting to 
$3,959 89; and the balance, $22;318 84, has 
been paid in cash, A further sum of $1,449 84 
has been paid in cash for outstanding freight 
bills. The whole will appear in the accounts of 
uhe coming year. 

The income during the past year equals $9,385 
26 per mile. of main road and branches; and the 
expenses, which are large, average $5,993 67 per 
mile. The cost of working the road must con- 
tinue to be.large while the prices of labor, ma- 
terials, and taxes, remain as high as at present. 

The annual taxes paid the State and United 
States Government is more than one per cent. of 
the cost of the road, and more than one-sixth part 
of the net earnings. 

Owing to the fact, that, for many years past, 
the road has been but little’ obstructed by snow 
and ice, the apparatus on hand for removing it 
from the track was very limited, and insufficient 


of snow last winter ; and consequently the trains 
were much deranged for about three days. The 
extra expense of clearing the snow from the track 
was $3,835 01. ‘The great freshet immediately 
following caused some damage to the old road, 
and tested very effectually the culverts, bridges, 
embankments, &c., on the Dighton and Somerset 
Road. The cost of repairing the damages is esti- 
mated at about $4,500. 

We recognize the right of the public to as good 
accommodations, not only in low fares. and 
freights, but in the number of trains and rates of

The public should not expect from the company 
the best depots, engines, and cars, and frequent . 
and rapid trains, and, at the same time;-low rates 
of fare and freight, as it is impossible to furnish 
both at the same time; without a very large in- 
crease of business, or a great reduction in the cost 
of labor, materials, and taxes, 

The equipment of the road consist] of 34 loco- 
motives, 59 passenger cars, 15 baggage, 166 box, 
207 platform, 9 cattle, and 81 coal and gravel 
cars, 3 locomotives, 6 passenger, 2 baggage, 104 
freight and 20 coal cars have been, added during 
the past year. 

The number of miles run. by locomotives. with 
passenger trains, was 507,603 ; with freight trains, 
185,662 ; with gravel trains, 67,789—total 761,064, 
against 611,896 the previous year, an increase of 
149,658 miles. 

Number of passengers carried, 2,043,388 ; do., 
carried one mile, 36,183,292, Tons of merchan- 
dize catried, 316,235 ; do., carried one mile, 12,- 
518,120. This shows an increase.of 1,808,152 in 
the mileage of passengers, and 1,166,838 in the 
mileage of freight.

Uniform for Railroad Employees. 

’ We give below the latter clause of Section 1, 
chap. 483, of the Act passed by the Legislature of 
this State, April 22, 1867, having reference toa 
uniform to be worn by the officers, agents, etc., of 
the railroads of New York, from and after six 
months from the passage of the act. This act, as 
we understand it, was inserted as an amendment 
to the act ‘‘to prevent injury and loss of life to 
persons on railroad cars.” Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 
of the act apply on!y to the first clause of Seetion 
1, and are printed elsewhere in connectidn with 
that portion of the act to which they belong: 


* * * It shall be the duty of every railroad 
company operating a railroad in this State by the 
power of steam, to designate and prescribe such 
peculiar uniform or external apparel, to be worn 
by its officers, agents and employees, engaged in 
or about its passenger offices or stations, or on or 
about its trains upon its tracks, as shall plainly, 
to all travellers, distinguish all such persons; and 
such uniform or apparel shall also plainly indi- 
cate or distinguish the position or rank of the 
wearer in the employment of such company. It. 
shall be the duty of every such person to provide 
and wear such apparel or uniform when employed 
as aforesaid. And every such company that shall 
fail to designate and prescribe such apparel or 
uniform and to also cause the same to be gener- 
ally worn by all such persons from and after six 
months from the passage of this act, shall forfeit 
to the people of this State and be liable to pay to 
the Treasurer of this State, on the first day of 
January next following the expiration of said six 
months, and on every frst day of January there- 
after, the sum of ten thousand dollars. It shall 
be the duty of the Attorney-General of this State, 
in the name of the people thereof, to sue for and 
recover said penalties for the benefit of the State. 
And in case of the refusal or omission of any per- 
son aforesaid to wear said uniform or apparel, as 
contemplated by this act, or to obey any reason- 





‘able rule or regulation of any such c.gmpany velg- 
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tive to the same, or the wearing thereof; it shall 
be the right and duty of every such company to 
deduct and retain the amount of five per cent, of 
the agreed or accustomed compensation of such 
delinquent person-during the period of any such 


neglect or refusal. And every ‘person who shall 
advise or use any persuasion to induce any person 


being an officer; agent or employee of any such 


company, to leave the service of such company 
by reason of any such apparel or uniform being 
required to be worn, or to refuse to wear the 
same, or any part thereof, every person who with- 
out authority shall wear such uniform or apparel, 
and every person being an officer or agent in any 
company aforesaid who shall use any inducement 
with any person aforesaid to come into the em 

ployment of any other such company, by reason 
of any apparel or uniform so required or desig- 
nated to be worn, shall severally, by reason there- 
of, be guilty.of a misdemeanor and be liable to 
be punished for.such offence.
